Of J. H. McManigai, Charged With the lHur=^ 
der of Capt. Youag. 


STATE WILL CLOSE ITS CASE MONDAY. 


Defense Will Not Set In All of Its Evidence Before 
Wednesday Nigh^» Ex pected to Reach the 
Jury Either Thursday Night or 
Friday By Noon. 


The most 
interesting witness 
put on the stand in the trial of J. 
H . 
McManigai on Friday 
was 
Percy Boulware, of Saline county . 
His testimony commenced after 
the E v e n i n g D e m o cr a t 
went to 
press and his cross-ex amination was 
not completed when court adjourn­ 
ed at 5 o'clock to Saturday m orn­ 
ing. 
Mr. Boulware was an army com­ 
rade of Capt. Young. 
They be­ 
longed to the same regiment and 
fought together during the civil 
war, following the battle flag of 
Gen. Jo 
Shelby . 
Each lost an 
arm in the service, Capt. \ oung 
hib right arm and Boulware his 
""left. 
A fter the war their com­ 
radeship did not cease and they 
met frequently . 
They rode to­ 
gether on the same train to the Se­ 
dalia reunion of the ex -Confeder- 
ates, and, on the day whieh re­ 
sulted so sadly for one of them they 
lost F ghc of each other only once 
and then only for a short time. 
Mr. Boulware told of the visit 
of himself and Capt. Y oung on the 
evening of September 28th to the 
Tivoli saloon. 
They went there 
between 7 and 8 o’clock in the 
evening. 
The witness said they 
were talking w ith some men when 
tw o women came into the saloon 
through the rear 
entrance 
and 
went into the wineroom. 
Shortly afterwards Capt. Y oung 
, and witness went into the wine­ 
room to talk with the women, whom 
he afterwards learned were Mrs. 
Dooley and Miss Hay es. 
Witness 
said he had accompanied 
Miss 
Hay es out of the saloon and had 
gone with her to a room in an­ 
other part of the city . 
They were 
away from the saloon about a half 
an hour, when they returned to 
the wineroom in the Tivoli. Capt. 
Y oung and Mrs. Dooley were still 
there and talking about the civil 
w ar and the reunion. 
Shortly after 
the 
witness re­ 
turned to the 
wineroom a man 
(McManigai) came to the wineroom 
and, pushing the door open, asked, 
“ W h at the hell are y ou doing.?’’ 
W hen the door was pushed open 
some of the parties inside could 
not see who the man was, because 
they were sitting behind the open 
door. 
Captain Y oung got up, say ing 
he was going out to see what the 
man wanted. 
Witness did not fol­ 
low immediately , 
but when he 
heard a disturbance in the front 
part of the saloon he went out of 
the wineroom. 
He saw the man 
who had come to the wineroom 
walking hurriedly from the- bar. 


He went around the screen rear 
the front entrance and passed out 
of the front door. 
Captain Young 
was standing near the bar, with 
his right hand 
pressing his left 
breast. 
As the 
witness walked 
towards the wounded man he ex ­ 
claimed, 
“ This man 
has killed I 
m e !” 
Witness and the barkeeper 
assisted Captain Young to a chair 
and a few minutes 
later placed 
him at full length on the floor, the 
witness f*oing for a doctor. 
On cross-ex amination by Mr. 
Lamm witness said he was 53 y ears 
old, a widower and in 1898 lived 
at Elmwood, in Saline county . He 
had known Captain Young for 30 
y ears and belonged to the same 
regiment with him during the war. 
Witness said he was with Captain 
Young during the first day of the 
meeting of the ex -Confederates. 
He knew the captain was armed, 
because he had shown him his re­ 
volver when they were in the 
marching line on Main street. The 
captain also showed his pistol again 
that evening while they were in the 
wineroom with the two women. 
He did not see any cartridges in 
the pistol and could not swear that 
it was loaded. 
The last time w it­ 
ness saw the pistol it was ly ing on 
the floor, where it had fallen from 
the wounded m an’s hip pocket, 
while he was being lifted from the 
chair to the floor. 
Attorney Lamm then handed the 
witness a dagger with a white han­ 
dle, the blade being four and a 
quarter inches long, with guards 
at the hilt to protect the hand. The 
witness identified it as similar to 
the one carried by Captain Young 
on the night he was assaulted, the 
dagger, which was contained in a 
sheath, being fast'ined to the old 
soldier’s suspender. 
The captain, continued the w it­ 
ness, ex hibited the dagger in the 
wineroom, and one of the women 
handled and ex amined it. Witness 
had no recollection 
of Captain 
Y oung calling attention to blood 
spots on the dagger, nor did he re­ 
member seeing one of the women 
put the dagger in her hair, using it 
as an ornament. 
Mr. Bqulware was then ques­ 
tioned as to the amount of beer he 
and Capt. Y oung drank during 
that day . 
Witness said the cap­ 
tain had drank very moderately 
.during the day , 
recalling only 
twice when he drank—once a glass 
of beer in one saloon and a glass of 
blackberry wine in another. 
The 
witness admitted he had drank 
freely , probably tw enty glasses of 
beer during the day , and some six 
or more glasses in the evening 
while at the Tivoli saloon. 
Capt. 
Young also, he said, drank about 
six glasses of beer in the saloon. 
The captain might have drank 
more, but that was about the num ­ 
ber he saw him drink. 
A t this point in the cross-ex am­ 


ination court adjourned until 9 
o’clock Saturday morning. 


Saturday Mo rning *. 
The cross-ex amination of 
Mr. 
Boulware was continued Saturday 
morning. 
Mr. Lamm had the w it­ 
ness retell about the incident re­ 
garding his leaving the wineroom 
with Birdie Hay es. 
He said they 
went through the alley in the rear 
of the Tivoli saloon east to Lamine 
street, 
thence south to 
Fourth 
street and then east to the third or 
fourth, house on the north side of 
that street. 
They remained there 
about a half an hour and then re­ 
turned to the saloon. 
Witness, 
with the aid of a diagram, minute­ 
ly described the interior of the 
wineroom, 
and 
located 
where 
each of the four occupants— Capt. 
Young, Mrs. Dooley , Birdie Hay es 
and himself—-were sitting. 
Witness positive^ stated that 
Captain Young did not return to 
the wineroom after he was stabbed, 
and also denied that the wounded 
man came back to the wineroom 
and said : 
“ That d— d s— 11 of a 
b— h has stabbed m e!” 
Witness said that after Young 
left the wineroom he heard some 
one shout out, “ None of that in 
here!” 
He then rushed out of the 
wineroom and saw a man running 
around 
the screen* towards the 
front door and the other persons in 
the saloon were Godley and Young ; 
later on he saw a negro (E d H ar­ 
ris) in the front of the saloon and 
he asked the negro to go after a 
doctor, which he did.

WHO THE INMATES ARE. 


Eii Green, a resident of Boone 
county , aged 6,i y ears, was the nex t 
witness. 
Mr. Green is an ex -Con- 
federate and attended the Sedalia 
reunion. 
He entered the saloon 
and went up to the end of the bar 
just a minute before the stabbing. 
The man 
who stabbed Captain 
Young was say ing. “ W hat was y ou 
doing with my wife, y ou d— d s-^-n 
of a b— h?” and then struck him 
with a knife in the breast. Captain 
Young at the time he was stabbed 
was leaning against the bar, rest­ 
ing his elbow on the bar, with his 
chin resting on his hand. 
On cross-ex amination by Mr. 
Lamm the witness said he was born 
and 
raised 
in 
Boone 
county 
and at present lived near Colum­ 
bia. 
Witness said be was locking 
for his boy and w ert into the sa­ 
loon for that purpose; that he had 
not been drinking—in fact, 
had 
drank nothing that day ex cept 
some weak coffee. 
W hen the man 
who stabbed Capt. 
Young ex ­ 
claimed, “ W hat was y ou doing 
with my wife, y ou d— n s— n of a 
b— h?” the captain made no reply 
and the blow was struck by the 
man immediately after he made 
that ex clamation. 
The witness was then requested 
to look at Robert Ramsey , ex -dep­ 
uty sheriff, and in reply to a ques­ 
tion by Mr. Lamm, he said he had 
seen Mr. Ramsey before. 
The at­ 
torney then read a statement alleg­ 
ed to have been made by witness at 
Columbia to Robert Ramsey re­ 
garding the stabbing. 
Mr. Green 
admitted that he had made a part 
of the statement, and denied mak­ 
ing a portion of it. 
In the state­ 
ment read by the attorney , the wit­ 
ness was made to say that he mere­ 
ly poked his head around the screen 
in the saloon at the time of the 
stabbing; that he heard no words 
pass between Captain Young and 
McManigai, and did not even see 
the face of Captain Y oung’s as­ 
sailant. 
Witness corrected 
the 
statement, by denial, to conform to 
the evidence he had just given. 
Mr. Lamm then made a motion 
to ex clude all of Mr. Green’s testi­ 
mony , on the ground that it had 
been improperly introduced. 
The 
witness had testified before the 
grand jury and his nam2 should 
have been placed on the indict­ 
ment. 
On the contrary , his name 
had been omitted, and for that rea­ 
son, it was claimed, his testimony 
had been improperly introduced. 
The court took the motion under 
consideration.

Sedalians who have never visited 
the Pettis county poor farm have 
little idea how well kept the farm 
is, and know comparatively noth­ 
ing of the people who are sent 
¡there. 
A D e m o cr at reporter had 
his first visit at the poor farm Fri­ 
day afternoon, and was agreeably 
surprised at what be saw there. 
The Pettis county poor farm, 
which is in charge of Supt. Hugh 
M. Gresham and wife, is one of the 
best kept and best regulated institu­ 
tions of its kind in the state. 
The farm is located some two 
and one-half miles north of Seda­ 
lia, on the Georgetown road. 
In 
the middle of a beautifully kept 
y ard and on top of a pretty hill 
stands a large brick house, which 
has an inviting appearance. 
A t the back of the house, which 
is three 
stcries 
high, 
with a 
cupalo, where one can view some 
of Sedalia’s fine 
churches and 
stately looking buildings, is an im­ 
mense windmill, ^nd a little far­ 
ther to the northwest is a large, 
new barn, modern and up-to-date 
in every detail. 
This barn was 
completed 
Friday , 
at a cost of 
$800, and is the pride of the farm. 
When the 
D e m o cr at reporter 
entered the large gate that led to 
the house he was met by Mrs. 
Gresham, to whom he imparted his 
mission, and found her very cour­ 
teous and obliging. 
In speaking of the inmates there 
at present, ]\Irs. Gresham said they 
were a quiet lot, ex cept on oc­ 
casions, when there was consider­ 
able trouble among the women. 
“ There are a couple of women 
here who are very ill-tempered,” 
said she, “ and it is difficult at 
times to quiet them when they are 
quarreling.” 
Mrs. Gresham said the men got 
along very nicely and seldom raised 
a disturbance. 
There is one man, 
Henry Plummer, she said, who is 
an idiot and very dangerous at 
times. 
Plummer is about 57 y ears 
old and has been an inmate of the 
poor farm here for twenty y ears. 
He behaves very well ex cept when 
angry . 
Then he becomes danger­ 
ous and very hard to manage. 
He 
has been so dangerous at times that 
the inmcftes were actually afraid 
of him. 
A poor farm, of course, is not a 
place for insane people. 
^

horses. 
About 
the most 
notable 
in­ 
mate of the farm is Mrs. Lucinda 
Sweet. 
She is i<x > y ears old, and 
is a native of Kentucky , but was 
living at Lamonte when sent to the 
farm. 
Among the other inmates 
are : 
Chas. Bresey , 
aged 45 y ears, 
suffering from paraly sis. 
He is 
affected so that he cannot eat, 
neither can he lift a glass of water 
to his lips. 
He was sent there 
from Sedalia. 
Henry Plummer, aged 57 y ears, 
is an idiot and has been at the poor 
farm since 1879. 
Edward Hall, aged 
19 y ears, 
deaf and dumb. 
Mack Craig, aged 50 y ears, a 
half wit, 
but harmless. 
He is 
from Sedalia and was seen upon 
the streets here up to a short while 
ago. 
Henry Darr, aged 75 y ears, gen­ 
eral debility . 
John Turley , aged 50 y ears, im­ 
pediment in his speech. 
Steve Hendricks, aged 55 y ears, 
affected mentally . 
Hendricks, like 
Plummer, has also been an inmate 
of the poor farm for twenty y ears.

“ The shower of Leonids will not 
occur this season. 
The 
brilliant 
spectacle has been announced one 
year too soon.” 
This announcement has just been 
made by Dr. L. J. See, one of the 
most advanced astronomers in the 
government’s 
service. 
Dr. 
See 
has charge of the twenty-six inch 
equatorial telescope at the naval 
observatory at 
Washington. 
He 
intimated that he w’as able to reach 
a conclusion concerning the Leon­ 
ids, bailed upon careful astronom­ 
ical calculations that 
would not 
harmonize with v e w s heretofore 
held by astronomers. 
He stated with great positive­ 
ness 
that 
the 
meteoric 
display, 
which has been a mere sputter this 
year, would be repeated at about 
this date in November next year, 
with a brilliancy quite equal, if 
not superior, to any of the century 
displays with 
the which modern 
world has been startled. 
“ Astronomical calculations have 
not erred as to the periodicity of 
the Leonids,” said Dr. See, “ but 
the generali}’’ accepted conclusion 
as to the time it take^ the Leonids 
to pass the earth’s orbit has been 
w^rong. 
A fter the most careful 
observations, made with the best 
instruments in the service of the 
government, and 
after the most 
unerring calculations in strict con­ 
formity to astronomical laws, I am 
thoroughly convinced that the pe­ 
riod of passage is two >ears in­ 
stead of one year, as heretofore be­ 
lieved. 
“ The Leonids have been within 
the earth’s orbit for a year now, 
and will remain with us for another 
twelve 
months. 
The 
meteoric 
shower has not been as heavy this 
time as there were good scientific 
reason for believing it would be. 
That is because we have not yet 
struck the thick part of the trail. 
“ B y my calculations this collis­ 
ion will occur in the middle of N o ­ 
vember, 1900. 
Then the resultant 
display of meteors will be as bril­ 
liant as the one observed by Hum­ 
boldt in Venezuela in 1799. 
“ The 
present 
visitation 
is 
a 
counterpart of that in 1S63. 
A t 
that time there were displays in 
two years, that of 1S62 being as 
feeble as the present has been and 
that of the succeeding year being 
nearly as striking as that recorded 
by Humboldt.

MINERS TO STRIKE. 


Fifteen Thousand Men May Be 
Ordered Out. 


SITUATION IS SERIOUS. 


If th e Strik e Tak es Place It Will Af­ 
fect th e Misso n ri Pacific an d 
th e M., K. & T. 


I n d i a n a p o l i s , 
N o v . 
i8.— The 
executive 
board of 
the 
United 
Mine workers adjourned 
at 
the 
Occidental 
hotel at noon today. 
Before closing their session they 
voted to order a general strike in 
the southwest unless certain rail­ 
road and coal companies consider 
demands made upon their presi­ 
dents by wire today. 
President John Mitchell at noon 
said he had sent telegrams to the 
presidents of the 
following coal 
companies, asking 
the executive 
officers to meet in conference the 
officers of the United Mine w ork­ 
ers and settle trouble existing : Cen­ 
tral Coal and Coke company, Kan- 
^sas 
C it y ; Missouri Pacific 
Fuel 
Co., St. Louis; Kansas and Texas 
Coal company, St. Louis, and the 
Southwestern Coal and Improve­ 
ment company. Parsons, Kas. 
These companies are owned and 
operated by the Missouri Pacific, 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas, St. 
Louis and Southwestern and the 
Iron Mountain railroad companies. 
T he mines involved are in Indian 
territory, Arkansas, 
Kansas and 
Missouri. 
T he threatened strike wou> 
'f- 
fect all coal mij; ^s w oikin g for 
operators shipping coal over the 
railroads named. 
There are now 
5,ocx> miners idle in these mines 
ow in g to the trouble between the 
men and the coal companies, 
“ The companies 
will not pay 
the union scale,” said President 
Mitchell, “ and we have decided to 
bring the trouble to an end. 
If 
the presidents to 
whom I send 
telegrams ignore 
my messages— 
that is, refuse to answer them or 
agree to meet us in conference— 
shall at once order a «strike and it 
w ill take 15,000 men out.” 
“ The companies have to meet us 
or the strike will come at once,” 
President Mitchell said late this 
afternoon. “ N o coal will be m ned 
for shipment over the roads men­ 
tioned. 
If a 
conference 
is held 
w ith the railroad presidents it will 
probably be in St. Louis. 
“ The southwestern strike, if it 
comes, will be important, and will 
tie up several railroads, so far as 
handling 
fuel 
is 
concerned. 
I 
hardly expect an answer today, as 
I think the coal company 
presi­ 
dents w ill have a conference them­ 
selves before answering my mes­ 
sage.” 
The mines owned by the compa­ 
nies named by President Mitchell 
have been affected by a strike that 
began last spring. 
Most of the 
mines imported negro miners from 
the south and in some instances the 
new men were kept in stockades 
for protection. 
The strikers found 
employment in mines not owned 
by the offending companies.
